ashes and dust of our soldiers, 
sailors and marines. 
It is to those

who lie in un ­ 
m a rke d g ra \e s, he added, that we 
p ay our undying resp ects. 
R efers to W o unded 
R em inding also that we should 
not forget those w’ho came back, 
Rev. Arnold sp oke of the m en w^ho 
w alk on crutches and the men who 
have em p ty sleeves, m ute testi­ 
m ony of their service to our coun­ 
try, and the p atients in veterans’ 
hosp itals, 
who 
will 
suffer 
for 
weeks, m onths or even years. 
P a r t of the resp ect being p aid 
today, said Rev. Arnold, should 
be directed tow ard the Gold Star 
families. 
He 
recalled 
countless 
scenes th a t he had witnessed at 
railroad term inals over the coun­ 
try d uring the w a r of m en and 
^women leaving their loved ones.

Mr. T rum an rep lied that he had 
not heard of the suggestions, but 
said it is just w h at he has been 
urging since August, 1945, w hen 
the w^ar ended.

United Airlines p lane crashed into 
trees and high tension wares just 
north of Cleveland airp ort early 
today, killing the p ilot and co­ 
p ilot and injuring 17 p assengers 
and the stewuirdess. 
The p lane, flight 404 bound from 
Chicago to Boston, crashed during 
a rainstorm. 
The p lane cleared 
Chicago at 12:35 (central standard 
time) and was due at Cleveland 
airp ort at 3:27 a. m. (EST). 
The victims: 
Pilot F. L. Brown, 44. Chicago. 
Co-Pilot Robert L. Arnold, 25, 
Hammond. Ind. 
The p lane was demolished as it 
sp un into the ground, the engines 
being torn from the wdngs and the 
fusilage breaking in half. 
Fred Pasko, a truck driver, be­ 
lieved to be one of the few' w’it- 
nesses. said he noticed the p lane 
about 200 feet north of the airp ort, 
flying low'. 
He said the p lane’s 
landing lights were on and the 
landing gear w'as down. 
Crashed Into Trees 
“There w'as a flash as the p lane! 
hit some w'ires and the street lights

C rash ed in to s o m e trees, s p u n 
around and hit the ground.

HOTELS for 
LIVESTOCK 


The central liv estock market is as American as 
the "hot dog.7’ N o other country has the like of 
it. 
European sellers and buy ers haggle ov er 
indiv idual animals. In South America m ost of 
the dealing is done right on the esta ncia s, where 
the liv estock is raised. But here in the leading 
liv estock nation of the world, for 7 5 y ears central 
markets hav e play ed a big part in th e job of 
mov ing m eat toward dinner tables of the United 
States. 
When a carload of liv estock rolls off the prairies 
or out of the mountains into one of the 6 5 or 
more great central markets, the animals are 
"greeted” and "registered” at the unloading 
dock, much as trav elers are receiv ed and regis­ 
tered in hotels. From there they are sent to their 
"rooms” —the pens assigned to the commission 
man to whom the owner has shipped his animals. 
There these hogs, cattle, calv es and lambs are 
rested and giv en food and drink. 
J ust as hotels compete for guests, so these 
central markets compete with each other for 
the business of accommodating the 8 8 million 
head of liv estock which come in each y ear. Thou­ 
sands of liv estock buy ers and order buy ers bid 
against each other and the sale is made to the 
highest bidder. W ith 26 ,000 meat packers and 
other commercial slaughterers activ e in liv estock 


buy ing, it is easy to see that the American 
liv estock marketing sy stem is the most com­ 
petitiv e in the world. 
These "liv estock hotels” are a sep a ra te branch 
of the liv estock-m eat industry . They are pri­ 
v ately owned. Swift & Company does not own a 
single share of any stocky ards company .

How should Corn Belt cattle feeders 
prepare corn to get best results from 
their feeding? As ear corn, shelled corn, 
P . S . S h ea rer 
Corn-and-cob meal, or ground shelled 
corn? The following may be helpful in deciding: 
1. Are hogs following the cattle? 
If not, the 
ev idence seems clear that grinding either the whole 
ear or shelled corn will pay . Feeding ear corn is 
especially wasteful if hogs are not following the 
cattle, or if lots are muddy and the hogs hav e little 
chance to salv age corn thrown out of the bunks or 
passed through the steers. 
2. Is the corn hard or soft? Corn v arieties differ 


greatly in hardness of kernel. Grinding hard com 
is recommended, whereas grinding might not be 
needed with softer corn. 
3. What will the preparation co st? 
Costs of 
shelling and grinding differ from farm to farm due 
to labor, power and other charges. 
If the cost 
ex ceeds the gains deriv ed, preparation doesn’t pay . 
4. Will an ex perienced, careful feeder do the 
feeding? Corn-and-cob meal is rated as a safer 
preparation in the hands of inex perienced feeders 
than either shelled or ground shelled corn. 
Corn is a good cattle feed any way it may be pre­ 
pared and one will not go far wrong with any of the 
standard preparations. Ev en our damaged, m oldy 
corn surprised many with its feeding v alue th ia 
past winter.

the secretion of the parathyroid 
glands, which are small structures 
located near the thyroid gland in 
the neck . 
When these glands produce too 
much parathormone as a result of 
growth (adenoma) in one of 
them, the extra secretion tak es 
the calcium from the bones, leav­ 
ing them thin, fibrous structures 
which fracture easily.

dition is treated by removing the 
enlarged gland from the neck . 
Calcium is also used by the body 
in the clotting of the blood. 
Blood clotting is a complicated 
process in which many elements 
participate. 
A deficiency of any 
of the required substances may 
result in a tendency toward hem­ 
orrhage. 
Phosphorus is closely related to 
calcium, and most of the calcium 
and the phosphorus in the body 
are together. 
For a long time people have 
tak en medicines containing hypo- 
phosphites as a tonic for their 
nerves, simply because phosphor­ 
ous is found in large amounts in 
the brain and spinal cord.

Vitamins A and C assist in the 
development of cartilcge, vitamins 
C and D assist in the formation of 
dentine in the teeth, and thiamin 
is necessary for the development 
of bones in the long direction. 
Secretions

thyroid glands also aid in bone 
formation. 
The well balanced general diet 
}>ermits the body to sohc this 
l.u’oblem. 
One should not rely on 
extra doses of calcium alone. 
QUESTION; Is infantile paraly- 
ms caused by flies? 
ANSWER: No. Infantile paraly­ 
sis is caused by a virus (a form of 
germ).
